If one lives many years in a home 


overshadowed by a noble tree, let us say 
a broad-boughed oak, that ever-present 
object coties at last to blend itself with 
his very life. 
Sever obtruding itself 


upon his notice, standing there through 
(.11 the years in silent reserve, it scuds 
forth unconscious influences that im- 
press its imago ineft'aceably 
CD the 


memory. 
Majesty of beanty, shade 


from Hummer heat, shelter from Winter 
blast, it links itself inseparably with the 
very idea of home. 
Then to look forth 


some morning after a niyht of tempest 
a.'iil see that oak piostrate, its familiar 
form gone from its place forever—yon 
can imagine tlio change! The landscape 
is transformed. 
The hky is not the 


same. 
The wide vacancy opens its 


desolate void thiongh the very heart. 
Homo 110 longer seems to be home. 


This but faintly enggebts the experi- 


ence of many hearts, eleven days ago, as 
Ihe news fell upon their ears that J. Boss 
Biowne was no more of eaith. It was 
so sudden! The gathering shade? of 
iiight saw hiai in apparent health; at the 
licit sunrise we looked forth from our 
hoi ics to learn that he was gone! The 
uoble oak h.id fallen! A home was des- 
olate, and could never again be the same 
it had been. A very largo circle of 
friends, near niicl far, find it hard to 
reconcile themselves to his untimely 
end. 
Those who knew 1m noble ambi- 


tion expected greater thing* from his 
vine nowers than he hud ever djue. A 
keen" sense of other loss mingles with 
their grief nt parting wilh n genial and 
loving friend. 


To the people at luge lie was a man 


of silent reserve. He mingled little in 
tho nff,\irs or counsels of onr local pub- 
lic. 
But he had lived long among ns. 


Wi! had grown accustomed to see him iu 
our streets. We knew that ho was a 
good man nud trus, and that his genius 
was not unknown to fame on the five 
continents. The unconscious influence 
of a superior mind and a pure and great 
soul bad silently laid strong hold upon 
us. But so quiet and unobtrusive was 
his presence, that we learn only by his 
sudden absence how large and honored a 
place ho had made for himself in the es- 
timation of the community. Death has 
thrown a halo around his virtues. A 
multitude of hearts press forward to lay 
some dear token on his grave. And the 
service I attempt to-day in speaking of 
hia memory, is not at all the official work 
of the minister, but the tribute which 
friendship and love cannot withhold. 


His life best coaimends his virtues. I 


shall speak most to my purpose and 
your profit by giving snch outline of liis 
checkered career, us the time and my 
abilities permit. 


Our friend was born at Beggar's Bush, 


Ireland, February 11, 1821, the third of 
seven children born to Thos. Egerton 
Browne and Elizabeth Elann Buck. His 
father was a man of the finest culture, 
and a wiitcr of keen wit. Among sev- 
eral volumes that canie from his pen 
"The Parson's Horn Book" was some- 
what famous in literature half a century 
ago. He was also editor and proprietor 
of the Comet, ft paper published at Dub- 
lin, in which lie advocated tie cause of 
the Irish patriots. 
One object was to se- 


cure the exemption of She people from 
taxation to support a Church in whose 
creed they did not believe. Possessing 
the humorous artistic genius which 
seems to have descended to his son, he 
embodied this idea in a little sketch,rep- 
resenting the Siamese twins, ths one 
with a crown on his head, the other with 
a bishop's mitre, and Dr. John Aber- 
nethy, tho famous English Surgeon 
standing iu the background and de- 
claring his opinion that the connec- 
tion between them might be severed 
without harm to either. 
This 
was 


published over his own name. Ihe 
political atmosphere fovcd too sensitive 
to bear it. He was arraigned for libel 
on the British Government, tried before 
the Court of King's Bench, sentenced to 
twelvemonths' imprisonment and to pay 
a fine that exceeded the valno ot his en- 
tire property, and in default of an im- 
possible surety for a large amount more, 
his term of imprisonment was extended 
to scveu years—an instance of the gentle 
justice of British law! Monarchy easily 
forgets the principle of libeity when the 
slightest protest 
against 
oppression 


touches the sensitiveness of the oppres- 
sors. How would our Nnt-t have fared 
under such a rule! The patriot was 
thrown into Newgate jail, his press con- 
fiscated, his home stripped to pay his 
fine. His wife and six children, deprived 
of their supporter and all means of sup- 
port, were in want. After several mouths 
in prison, his devoted wife and friends in- 
terceded for him, and procured the com- 
mutation of bis seutenoo to banishment 
for seven years to tha United States. 
He accepted the terms, believing that his 
incarceration would otherwise be for life. 
On reaching this couutty.he established 
in 1834 a finishing school for yonrg 
ladies in Louisville, Kentucky, taught 
some yenrs, wrote miscellaneous articles 
for tho press, then was called to Wnsh- 
innton. D. C., by Ihe publishers of the 
Congressional Globe, to report the pro- 
ceedings of Congress for that paper. 
Here young Boss was associated with 
him, and both won the highest commen- 
dations as reporters from members of 
both houses of Congress. The father 
was afterward appointed to the chief 
clerkship of the Sixth Auditor's office, 
where he inspired such confidence in his 
ability and integrity that he was retained 
against custom thronght two changes of 
administration of opposite politics. He 
was still in 
this 
position 
when 


his 
career 
was 
brought 
to 
an 


end in 1851, by a brain fever, induced 
by too intense study upon the principle 
of the perpetual moiion, a matter that 
was then exciting great interest, and to 
which from his known mechanical gen- 
ius, he had been requested by the Uo-,- 
ernment to give his attention. 


This notice of the father is a part of 


the biography of the son. It goes far to 
explain some of the marked traits of the 
latter. The boy Ross started out at 
about thir-een years of nge to make hia 
OWD way in the world—at first a<) errand 
boy for a tailor's shop in Louisville, bnt 
soon found other work to do. Bnlish 
law and a Dublin jail had not left him 
very bright prospects of o golden patri- 
mony; he must hew out his own fortune. 
He never attended any school. 
The 


tha Convention for forming a Constitu- 
tion for the State of California met soon 
after his arrival, and needed his services 
to report its debates. For this work, he 
was well paid; and with the means 
thus secured returned to Washington, 
and then made A third and successful at- 
tempt to see tho Orient. IWfcailed with 
his family for Europe in 1851, left them 
in Italy, end proceeded by way of Con- 
stantinople through Byiia, to Jerusalem. 
The result of this journey was "\nsef, 
sent first, for the most part, in the form 
of letters to Tkt National InleUtgtnm; 
and gathered into a volume after his re- 
turn. He says in the Preface that he 
had "visited the four continents and 
traveled by sea and land, a di«tance of a 
hundred thousand miles, or more than 
four times round the world on the scanty 
earnings of my own head and hands. 
Tlie moral is, he adds, "there is no great 
difficulty in traveling all over the world 
when orie gets about it with a determi- 
nation to doit, and keeps trying till he 
succeeds; and that there is no position in 
li!e disreputable or degrading while self-

respect remains"—au exampl-; of perse- 
verance, and a maiim for the heart that 
wo may well commend to ?oung men. 


In 1855 he was in Washington again, 


when he received through Mr. Walker 
an appointment as special agent of the 
Treasury Department for this State. 
Upon his arrival here.he made bis home 
in Oakland. This Treasury service oc- 
cupied him till 1859. 
Theu the passion 


for traveling triumphed again. He took 
his family to 
Germany, ana •while 


thev remained at 
Fraiik-fort-on-the- 


Main, he roamed all over Europe and 
the northern part of Africa, wrote |-rhe 
American Family in Germany, 
the 


Land of Thor, 
Crusoe's Island, and 


made various other contributions to our 
public literature. He returned to Oak- 
laud iu l«0t. Shortly after went to 
\Vahliinctoii and was appointed Commis- 
sioner for Mines and Mining m Califor- 
nia 
In this office he luboieel diligently 


more than iwo years, and compiled a 
valuable quarto of facts and statistics 
relating to the interest!, under his super- 
vision 
In 1SC8 he was nominated by 


President Johusonand confirmed by the 
Senate as Minister of the United States 
to China -an honor disastrous to his for- 
tune-, as the event proved. He .icld it 
bnt a vear, and returned to bud himself 
!?-'0 0(K) the poorer for it utter his salary 
had'been received. Twice since he has 
visited England as the agent of various 
mining and landed interests, in the ef- 
:ort, by useful sen ice to others, to re- 
lieve his own embarrassed estate, and 
build a home for his family. 
Oppressed 


with these cares, in which largo success- 
es were consumed by long delays or 
larger disappointments, he was strng- 
Blin« on when the end cnme and brought 
hnnrcst. A name nioro unsullied by 
anv act that stains than that which he 
leaves aft< r all his varied political.socisl 
and business trials does not stand upon 
the scroll of our country's great and 
^ood.

, 
His mission to China crowned Mid 


ended his public life. In no passage of 
his experience does the character of the 
man find a more complete illustration. 
Justice to his memory and to facts of 
public history, demands some further 
notice of this part of hii career. His 
imagination was captivated by the glow- 
ing representations made to him by his 
predecessor, concerning the state ot af- 
fairs at the Chinese Capital. The dying

Every night for hours Kings 
nnd Queens of England sat down and 
handled their majesties of spades and 
diamonds. "Books! prythee, don't talk 
to m« abonl books," said old Sarah 
Marlborough. "The only books I know 
are men and carda." Dear old Sir Koger 
de Coverly sent oil his tenants a pack of 
cards at Christmas, wishing to depict a 
kind landlord. 


One of the Rood old lady writers in 


whose letters I hare been clipping, cries 
ont: ' 'Sure, cnrdn hare kept ns women 
from a deal of scandal!'*' Wise old 
Johnson regretted that he lind not 
learned to play. "Itisusefnl in life," 
be says- "it generates kindness and 
consolidates society." Daniel Hume 
never went to bed without his whist. 
We find Walpole, in one of his letters, 
in a transport of graditude for cards: "I 
shall build an altar to Pam," says he, ill 
his pleasant, dandified way. 


Even the nonconformist clergy looked

The practice of buying 0:1 credit the 


necebiary articles of the household is 
fatal to good economy. 
The house- 


keeper has always to pay dearer when 
she does not pay cash. The tradesman 
must have interest for his money, for a 
man will never in a bun; community be 
willing, and is seldom able, if he were 
willing to forego it. 
To the ordinary 


cash price of the article he therefore 
adds the interest which may accrue dur- 
ing the time that credit is allowed. This 
moreover, is not all; there must be a 
premium eiacted by the dealer for the 
risk ha runs iu trusting his goorls 
to 
that 
class 
of 
more or 
less 


dangerous customers who never pay 
ready money. 
Even the most hon- 


estly disposed of these are often unsafe 
debtors, for they ore generally such as 
are imprudent enough to anticipate their 
incomes, and to overmn them in ex- 
penditure. 
The ci-edit system, more- 


over, is a temptation to unnecessary 
purchases. There is n sort of check in 
the sight nnd touch of the hard won 
money to the disposition to dispose of it 
lightly. On the other hand, there is 
something in tlie facility of credit, re- 
moving SB it does the disagreeable neces- 
sity of payment to a vagne future, very 
seductive to the buyer, who can gratify 
his love oi possession with a momentary 
sense, at any rate, that its gratificat on 
costs him nothing. There is nc such 
cheap and cautious purchaser as c&ah.
